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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed September 22, 2009. 
Accordingly, claims 1, 3 and 6 were amended, claims 2, 8-12, 14, 19-41, 45, 47 

and 51-66 were cancelled, and new claims 13, 15-18, 42-44, 46 and 48-50 were added. 
Currently, claims 1, 3-7, 13, 15-18, 42-44, 46 and 48-50 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-7, 13, 15-18, 42-44, 46 and 48-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly suggests or shows all of the limitations as claimed. Specifically, 

Re claims 1 , 3, 6, 1 3, 42, 43, 46 and 49, none of the prior art of record discloses, 
in combination with other limitations as claimed, a polarizer positioned between the 
liquid crystal display panel and the optical film, and a direction along which the peaks 
and valleys of the isosceles triangle (or quadrangular) prisms of the optical film are 
oriented is aligned in parallel to a polarizing axis of said polarizer. 

The most relevant -reference, US 5,442,523 to Kashima et al. (Kashima), fails to 
disclose or suggest the claimed invention. As shown in Fig. 5(a), Kashima only 
discloses an optical film including a first surface having a wave structure including a 
plurality of regularly spaced isosceles triangles prisms arranged side-by-side, the prisms 
having smooth surfaces, and a second surfacing having an optically rough structure for 
performing diffuse transmissions, wherein a top angle of said isosceles triangle prisms 
is in a range of 90 degrees to 1 10 degrees and wherein the tops of the isosceles 
triangle prisms (pitches) are from 10 to 1000 micrometer apart. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
